CCBA  Scraps  Plans  For  Old  Quincy  School

Plans  to  renovate  the  old 
Quincy  School  on  Tyler  Street 
into  a  community  center  and 
mixed  use  social  service  com¬ 
plex  plus  the  development  of  1 1 
housing  units  have  been  scrap¬ 
ped  by  the  Chinese  Consoli¬ 
dated  Benevolent  Association 
(CCBA). 

This  decision,  according  to 
Paul  Chan,  CCBA’s  planning 
coordinator  for  the  renovation  of 
the  old  Quincy  School,  was 
made  recently  after  the  CCBA 
learned  that  there  would  be 
significant  additional  construc¬ 
tion  costs  that  would  increase 
the  proposed  condominium  unit 
cost  by  another  $30,000,  making 
the  marketability  of  the  units 
noncompetitive. 

Chan  said  that  financial  con¬ 
siderations  have  forced  the 
CCBA  to  scrap  its  plans  for  the 
1 1  housing  units  and  to  consider 
Em  alternate  plan.  He  added 
that  both  the  CCBA  and  the 
Kwong  Kow  School  boards  of 
directors  (at  press  time)  have 
yet  to  meet  to  agree  to  a  new 


course  of  action,  but  pending 
approval,  he  expects  the  com¬ 
munity  center  concept  to  sur¬ 
vive. 

Chan  said  that  with  some 
modifications,  using  the  school’s 
annex  for  office  space  and 
eliminating  an  elevator,  reno¬ 
vation  costs  of  the  two  buildings 
could  be  kept  to  half  a  million 
dollEirs.  Between  the  CCBA  and 
the  Kwong  School,  plus  dona¬ 
tions  from  the  Republic  of  China 
and  $60,000  from  the  City  of 
Boston  Block  Grant,  there  is 
already  $340,000  in  working 
capital.  If  the  Kwong  Kow 
School  can  come  up  with 
another  $50,000  and  the  CCBA 
with  another  $75,000  CCBA  will 
be  just  $35,000  short*  of  the 
necessary  funds  for  construc¬ 
tion. 

Chan  predicted  that  both 
agencies  would  agree  to  make 
the  additional  financial  commit¬ 
ments. 

“We  have  analyzed  the 
CCBA  purse  closely,”  said 
Chan,  “and  we  think  that  we 
can  come  up  with  the  additional 
$75,000,  (but)  it  would  mean  a 
significant  risk  of  total  commit¬ 
ment  towards  the  project.” 


Chan  stated  that  he  antici¬ 
pated  both  the  Chinese  Ameri¬ 
can  Civic  Association  and  the 
Vocational  Educational  Employ¬ 
ment  Project  adult  education 
programs  to  join  the  Kwong 
Kow  School  in  using  the  reno¬ 
vated  classroom  space  at  the 
Quincy  School.  He  stud  that 
housing  all  educational  pro¬ 
grams  in  one  facility  would 
lower  operating  costs. 

Etirlier  at  a  November  16 
public  hearing,  CCBA  had 
presented  plans  to  renovate  the 
school  building  and  to  build  11 
housing  units.  Abutters  of  the 
old  Quincy  School  at  90  Tyler 
Street  raised  objections  to  the 
proposed  housing  development. 

Under  the  revised  plan,  the 
large  2,000  square  feet  confer¬ 
ence  room  will  be  on  the  ground 
floor,  along  with  two  office 
spaces.  The  basement  will 
house  two  classrooms.  The 
second  and  third  floors  will  each 
have  four  classrooms  with  900 
square  feet  per  classroom.  The 
annex  will  be  used  for  office 
space  for  the  CCBA,  with  a 
library  in  the  basement  and 
general  office  space  on  the 
second  floor.

Tufts  University’s  new  Mas¬ 
ter  Plan,  the  proposed  develop¬ 
ment  blueprint  for  its  downtown 
campus  for  the  next  ten  years, 
could  have  a  “substantial  im¬ 
pact”  on  the  neighboring  Chi¬ 
nese  community,  according  to 
Carole  Mathieson,  Chinatown 
coordinator  for  the  Boston  Re¬ 
development  Authority  (BRA). 

However,  the  1982-1992  Mas¬ 
ter  Plain,  distributed  to  the  BRA 
and  Massachusetts  Environ¬ 
mental  Protection  Agency 
MEPA)  in  late  November,  will 
not  be  made  available  to  the 
community  until  Tufts  has  a 
chance  to  make  changes  re¬ 
quested  by  the  BRA,  Cynthia 
Taft  of  the  university’s  planning 
department  said. 

The  new  Master  Plan,  as  pre¬ 
sented  by  Tufts,  has  “a  lot  of 
potential  impact  that  might 
further  diminish  the  housing 
possibilities  for  the  existing 
Chinese  community,  and  that  is 
something  we  want  to  mitigate 
as  much  as  possible,”  Mathie¬ 
son  stated. 

She  added  that  the  BRA  has 
“major  reservations”  with 
some  of  the  chsmges  made 
under  the  new  plan,  which 
consists  of  two  volumes  of  over 
a  hundred  pages  each  with  one 
volume  outlining  the  develop¬ 
ment  plans  and  the  other 
providing  an  environmental 
assessment. 

Mathieson  noted  that  one 
change  of  major  concern  to  the 
BRA  involves  the  establishment 
of  a  veterinary  school  within  the 
campus  boundaries  by  making 
use  of  existing  buildings  as  well 
as  the  construction  of  a  new 
building.  The  proposed  new 
building,  she  said,  raises  the 
issue  of  the  amount  of  land  and 
physical  mass  required. 

Also  of  concern  are  the 
university’s  stated  needs  for  an 
addition  Eil  400  to  500  units  of 


housing  for  staff,  students, 
interns  and  residents  and  £m 
additional  500  spaces  for  park¬ 
ing,  she  said.  She  added  that 
provisions  to  accommodate  the 
university’s  projected  housing 
and  parking  needs  are  not 
included  in  the  new  Master 
Plan,  and  thus,  suggests  possi¬ 
ble  expEmsion  by  Tufts  into  the 
Chinese  community. 

Sandy  Uyterhoeven,  an  asso¬ 
ciate  environmentalist  at 
MEPA,  stated  in  a  separate 
interview  that  Tufts’  failure  to 
plan  for  its  housing  and  parking 
needs  and  its  potentisd  conse¬ 
quences  for  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity  also  are  of  major 
concern  to  the  state  agency. 

Uyterhoeven  said  that  envi¬ 
ronmental  issues  surrounding 
the  new  Master  Plan  include 
greater  congestion  and  fumes 
from  increased  traffic  and  addi¬ 
tional  emissions  from  building 
stacks  and  boilers  in  an  Eirea 
Eilready  heavily  traveled  and 
with  probable  carbon  monoxide 
violations  as  well  as  the  lack  of 
water  conservation  measures  by 
the  university,  which  projects 
that  over  the  next  ten  years  its 
water  consumption  will  rise 
from  22  million  to  28  million 
gallons  of  water  per  year. 

On  the  issue  of  failure  to 
include  the  Chinese  community 
in  the  current  review  of  the 
Master  Plan,  Mathieson  noted 
that  while  Tufts  representatives 
at  a  November  29  meeting  with 
the  BRA  and  NEPA  “stated 
firmly  they  did  not  want  (the 
plan)  to  be  made  public  until 
agencies  who  are  supposed  to 
receive  it,  have  received  it  and 
have  a  chance  to  respond,”  she 
“did  not  understand  why  they 
don’t  want  it  to  be  public.” 

She  added,  “(The  BRA) 
intends  to  make  it  a  public 
process,  but  we  don’t  know  at 
this  point  what  form  that  might

In  the  summer  of  1972,  a 
graduate  Canadian  seminary 
student  doing  volunteer  work 
in  Boston  Chinatown  sug¬ 
gested  to  Chinese  American 
Civic  Association  (CACA) 
staff  that  they  publish  a 
newsletter  to  cover  China¬ 
town  news  and  to  introduce 
CACA’s  social  service  pro- 

Srams.  Richard  Len,  then 
ACA  president,  and  May 
Ling  Tong,  then  CACA 
Multi-Service  Center’s  exec¬ 
utive  director,  responded  positively  and  pledged  their 
active  support  to  the  project.  CACA  board  members  and  staff 
were  also  excited  about  the  idea.  In  September,  Gloria  Chun, 
a  journalism  major  at  Boston  University’s  School  of  Public 
Communication,  joined  the  editorial  staff  just  before  the 
publication  of  the  first  issue.  She  would  continue,  for  ten 
yeEirs,  as  a  SAMPAN  volunteer.

CCBA  Hires  May  Ling  Tong  As  Two-month  Consultant

May  Ling  Tong  of  Newton  has 
been  hired  as  a  two  month 
consultant  to  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion  (CCBA)  as  of  December  1. 

Her  consulting  responsibili¬ 
ties  include  following  up  on 
current  fund-raising  proposals, 
managing  the  $36,000  Com¬ 
munity  Development  Block 
Grant  (CDBG)  and  participating 
in  the  housing  negotiations  with 
Tufts  University. 

“After  two  weeks  to  clean  up 
Etll  the  files  and  go  over  the 
current  documents,  I  will  have  a 
decent  idea  on  the  current 
operational  status.  Not  until 
then  will  I  be  able  to  produce 
recommendations  or  action 
plans  for  the  immediate  needs 
of  CCBA.”  She  indicated  that 
as  an  active  consultant  prior  to 
being  hired  by  CCBA,  she  is 
well  qualified  to  develop  a 
suitable  action  plan  for  the 
CCBA’s  needs. 

Aside  from  involving  herself 
in  the  negotiation  process  be¬ 
tween  the  seven-member  com¬ 
mittee  from  CCBA  and  Tufts 


University  to  further  study  the 
resolution  of  Chinatown’s  hous¬ 
ing  shortage,  Tong  also  will 
manage  all  the  required  paper 
work  relating  to  the  signing  and 
reimbursement  of  an  up-coming 
$36,000  CDBG  grant.  This  grant 
will  mainly  be  used  toward  the 
salaries  of  two  staff  members, 
the  executive  director  and  ad¬ 
ministrative  assistant. 

“Currently  there  are  more 
than  30  active  proposals  in 
CCBA’s  file,”  Tong  said,  “and 
it  needs  plenty  of  follow-ups 
and  up-datings.”  The  current 
proposals  were  written  by 
Winne  Tang  before  her  leave  of 
absence  since  August  22,  1982 
and  her  subsequent  resignation 
in  October.  All  the  proposals 
seek  to  rsuse  sufficient  funds  to 
undertake  the  renovation  of  the 
old  Quincy  School  in  China¬ 
town. 

“We  have  missed  two  pro¬ 
posal  deadlines  (since  August 
22).”  Tong  said  she  will  look 
into  necessary  detailed  guide¬ 
lines  to  resubmit  six  proposals 
tentatively  rejected.  She  also 
indicated  that  she  will  actively 
approach  new  £md  additional 


1;ng  sources. 

When  asked  how  she  feels 
returning  and  working  for  the 
Chinese  community , Tong  said 
“I  feel  good  to  work  in 
Chinatown  again.”  She  also  is 
looking  forward  to  re-establish¬ 
ing  contact  with  various  Chi¬ 
nese  community-based  organ¬ 
izations. 

Tong  has  served  in  Boston 
Chinatown  for  more  than  a 
decade  in  various  capacities. 
She  served  as  a  volunteer 
executive  director  at  CACA 
from  1972  to  1974,  and  as  a  paid 
executive  director  from  1974  to 
1977.  She  joined  CEDC  in  1978 
and  resigned  in  1980  due  to 
personnel  conflicts.  Since  then, 
she  has  been  a  practicing 
consultant  in  the  area  of  man¬ 
agement,  reviewing  legislation 
for  the  Private  Industry  Council, 
and  a  special  consultant  to  Do¬ 
cument  Development  Inc. 

Tong  was  hired  under  a 
resolution  passed  by  the  CCBA 
Board  of  Directors  November  23 
which  allowed  Chair  Bill  Chin  to 
hire  a  consultant  for  a  period  of 
two  months  under  the  CDBG 
grant.

take,  whether  it  be  in  the  form 
of  a  public  meeting  or  com¬ 
mittee.” 

According  to  Mathieson,  the 
BRA  is  seeking  further  informa¬ 
tion  from  Tufts.  ‘‘It’s  a  docu¬ 
ment  which  says  we  want  to  do 
thus  and  so,  but  does  not  say 
here  are  the  five  ways  we  looked 
at  as  possible  ways  of  doing  this 
and  this  is  the  best  way  to  do  it 
for  the  following  reasons.  We 
don’t  know  the  logic  behind  the 
chosen  location  for  the  proposed 
veterinary  school  and  the  need 
for  additional  housing  and 
parking.  We  don’t  know  if  they 


have  asked  questions  like  can 
you  expand  existing  buildings, 
do  rehab,  what  are  the  op¬ 
tions.” 

Uyterhoeven  noted  that  while 
Tufts  has  voluntarily  submitted 
its  1982-1992  Master  to  MEPA 
arid  the  state  agency  cannot 
require  a  public  review  process 
because  the  university  currently 
is  not  accountable  to  the  state 
agency,  Tufts  drew  up  the  new 
Master  Plan  in  rsponse  to 
pressure  from  the  BRA  and 
MEPA,  which  sought  updated 
comprehensive  development 
plans  by  the  university.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Uyterhoeven,  Tufts  ‘‘has 
been  put  on  notice”  that  it  will 
become  answerable  to  the  state 
agency  when  it  goes  through 
MEPA  for  approval  of  any 
future  development. 

She  added  that  at  the  Novem¬ 


ber  29  meeting,  the  BRA  and 
MEPA  had  agreed  to  put  their 
comments  in  writing  within  the 
next  several  days  and  Tufts  said 
it  ‘‘will  make  revisions  and  will 
present  it  to  the  Chinese 
community,”  or  at  least  one 
particular  organization,  the 
name  of  which  she  could  not 
recall. 

In  recent  months  a  seven- 
member  committee  from  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevo¬ 
lent  Association  (CCBA)  has 
been  meeting  with  Tufts  repre¬ 
sentatives  to  discuss  the  issue 
of  housing  for  the  Chinese 
community.  However,  upon 
learning  of  the  new  Master  Plan 
and  the  lack  of  community 
input,  according  to  CCBA  com¬ 
mittee  member  Paul  Chan,  the 
CCBA  sent  a  letter  December  2 
to  Tufts  President  Jean  Mayer 


expressing  the  Chinatown  or¬ 
ganization’s  “disappointment” 
over  not  being  notified  of  the 
new  plan  and  its  intention  to 
suspend  further  meetings  with 
Tufts  until  it  provides  the  CCBA 
with  an  opportunity  to  review 
the  new  Master  Plan. 

Marilyn  Lee,  spokesperson 
for  the  Chinatown  Housing  and 
Land  Development  Task  Force, 
who  first  learned  of  the  1982- 
1992  Master  Plan  from  the 
SAMPAN,  commented,  “The 
fact  that  I  didn’t  know  about  it 
reveals  the  communication 
problems  with  the  community, 
and  it’s  very  revealing  about 
(Tufts’)  insensitivity  about  the 
housing  and  land  concerns  of 
the  community.  (The  Task 
Force)  will  definitely  address 
this  issue.”

Why  the  Name  SAMPAN? 

This  question  has  been  asked  frequently  as  SAMPAN  sails 
through  its  many  years  of  publication.  Ronald  Con,  the 
Canadian  seminary  student,  first  suggested  this  name. 
Webster’s  definition  of  SAMPAN  is:  “a  flat  bottom  Chinese 
skiff,”  a  small  water  vehicle.  Like  the  small  skiff,  the 
newsletter,  which  later  developed  into  a  newspaper,  would 
bridge  the  various  needs  in  the  local  community,  channel 
information  and  resources  among  the  Chinese  population  and 
communicate  various  problems  of  different  sectors  in  the 
Chinese  community. 

Since  October  1972,  SAMPAN  in  name  and  in  publication, 
has  been  “floating”  around  and  carrying  its  “cargo”  of 
information  in  the  Greater  Boston  area. 

Ten  Years  of  Growth 

Like  many  upstart  Chinatown  organizations,  SAMPAN  has 
gone  through  years  of  painful  growth.  The  constant  need  to 
recruit  writers,  reporters  and  production  staff  to  meet 
monthly  production  deadlines,  to  gather  community  news 
and  special  interest  articles,  to  secure  advertising  and  other 
funding  support,  have  been  and  continue  to  be  challenges  for 
SAMPAN.  A  group  of  dedicated  volunteers  has  not  only 
taken  up  these  challenges,  but  also  progressively  developed 
the  newsletter  into  a  highly-respected,  community-based 
newspaper.  In  a  future  article,  SAMPAN  takes  a  look  at  the 
many  volunteers  over  the  years  who  have  contributed  to  its 
success. 

As  the  publisher  of  SAMPAN,  CACA  has  provided 
important  resources  and  manpower  to  SAMPAN  and 
obtained  in  recent  years  some  basic  funding  for  SAMPAN. 
The  background  of  city  funds,  supportive  advertisers, 
contributors  and  the  publication’s  financial  survival  will  be 
the  topic  for  a  separate  article. 

Looking  back,  there  are  many  milestones  achieved  during 
SAMPAN’s  ten-year  course.  The  physical  growth  from  a 
three-page,  folksy  newsletter  to  a  professional-looking 
newspaper  has  slowly  occurred  as  SAMPAN’s  production 
capability  grew. 

For  the  first  few  years,  there  was  no  professional 
typesetting  to  be  found  in  either  the  English  or  Chinese 
section.  A  regular  typewriter  type  was  used  in  the  English 
section,  and  all  Chinese  was  hand-copied.  Both  sections  were 
limited  to  a  four  inch  wide  format.  In  the  spring  of  1973,  with 
the  donated  use  of  IBM  memory  typewriters  which  gave  the 
paper  a  cleaner  crisper  look,  the  English  section  achieved  a 
more  professional  appearance.  Typeset  headlines  were 
introduced  later  that  year.  By  1979,  the  English  section 
began  to  be  photo-typeset  at  a  minimal  cost  by  students  in  a 
Boston  CETA  manpower  training  program.  For  the  past  year, 
SAMPAN  continues  to  be  photo-typeset  courtesy  of  publisher 
Eunice  West  at  Equal  Times  and  a  paid  typesetter. 

The  Chinese  section  faced  a  longer  rugged  journey.  For 
many  years,  all  Chinese  text  was  hand-copied.  Occasionally, 
there  would  be  a  few  typed  headlines  and  transcribed  articles 
from  other  newspapers  in  the  first  few  years.  In  October 
1979,  the  Chinese  section  was  presented  to  its  Chinese 
readers  in  a  professional  typed  format.  Since  May  1981, 
SAMPAN  has  engaged  a  New  York-based  Chinese 
typesetting  company.  The  use  of  professional  type  not  only 
gives  SAMPAN  a  quality-look,  but  significantly  increases  the 
number  of  Chinese  characters,  allowing  far  greater  editorial 
content  in  the  Chinese  section  than  earlier. 

SAMPAN  began  with  a  8 ‘/a  x  11  inch,  single-sided, 
four-page  newsletter  format.  The  first  issue  of  SAMPAN  was 
produced  in  the  basement  of  Richard  Len’s  home  on  his 
mimeograph  machine.  For  a  few  months,  SAMPAN’s  format 
changed  to  a  double-sided  eight-page  newsletter  beginning 
in  November  1973.  Thanks  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company,  in 
June  1974,  SAMPAN  switched  to  newsprint  paper  and  a 
regular  11  x  16  inch  tabloid  size. 

The  first  photo  appeared  in  SAMPAN  in  February  1973. 
Taken  by  Pat  Cinelli,  all  three  pictures  reminded  readers  of 
the  Chinese  celebration  of  the  Year  of  the  Ox.  Photographs 
would  occasionally  appear  to  document  special  events  such  as 
Christmas  celebrations  at  the  Holy  Trinity  Church  in 
Chinatown  or  the  annual  Chinese  New  Year’s  and  August 
Moon  celebrations.  Today,  photos  of  important  news  events 
and  other  memorable  occasions  are  an  integral  part  of 
SAMPAN. 

Distribution  also  made  great  strides;  300  copies  of  the  first 
issue  of  SAMPAN  was  intended  for  a  limited  readership,  the 
CACA  membership.  The  number  grew  rapidly  after  the  first 
issue.  Circulation  increased  to  500,  600,  1000  and  then  in  July 
1974,  to  meet  the  growing  demand  from  the  community,  the 
press  run  jumped  to  2000. 

The  circulation  was  increased  to  5000  in  a  January  1981 
“comeback”  issue.  (Details  below.)  Currently,  SAMPAN 
publishes  6000  copies  for  circulation  in  local,  state  and 
national  distribution.  Over  1800  copies  are  mailed  each  issue. 

Staffing 

The  production  capability  of  SAMPAN  volunteers  over  the 


years  has  kept  the  fledgling  community  newspaper  “on  full 
course”  as  a  monthly  publication.  Since  its  humble  start  in 
October  1972,  SAMPAN  has  published  97  issues.  Despite 
dependence  on  a  core  of  volunteer  staff  members  who  are 
confronted  with  busy  schedules,  editorial  as  well  as 
production  and  many  other  minor  operational  headaches, 
there  have  been  only  three  scheduled  monthly  issues  prior  to 
1977  that  were  skipped. 

The  only  “docking”  of  SAMPAN  occurred  for  a  period 
from  September  1980  to  January  1981,  five  months  of 
nonpublication  that  represents  the  only  break  of  continuous 
publication  of  SAMPAN  in  its  ten  year  history.  A  nearly 
exhausted  volunteer  core  of  SAMPAN  staffers  were  close  to 
“burn  out”  in  1979  when  SAMPAN  received  its  first  funding 
for  paid  staff  under  a  City  block  grant.  When  that  funding 
was  exhausted  in  September  1980,  there  was  no  core  of 
volunteers  ready  to  resume  SAMPAN  operations.  Com¬ 
munity  concern  over  the  fate  of  SAMPAN  prompted  its  few 
remaining  volunteers  to  begin  planning,  under  new 
management,  for  a  return  of  SAMPAN  in  February  1981. 

By  November  1980,  a  core  group  of  volunteers  headed 
bylong-time  volunteers  Phil  Chew  and  Gloria  Chun,  gathered 
to  prepare  for  the  relaunching  of  SAMPAN— complete  with  a 
new  format,  new  design  and  layout,  improved  editorial 
coverage  and  policy  and  balanced  emphasis  on  both  Chinese 
and  English  sections,  as  well  as  increased  concern  for  the 
needs  of  SAMPAN’s  broad  and  diverse  readership. 

The  operation  of  SAMPAN  has  historically  been  divided 
into  two  parts:  the  Chinese  section  and  English  section.  The 
bilingual  feature  of  SAMPAN  allows  the  newspaper  to  truly 
act  as  a  transporting  vehicle  moving  across  the  bounds  and 
barriers  of  culture,  history,  language,  traditions  and 
behavior.  Because  of  this  unique  nature,  SAMPAN  has  had 
two  key  people  at  the  control  wheel  most  of  the  time  in  order 
to  chart  the  right  course  for  the  two  readerships. 

Although  supported  by  a  core  group  of  volunteers  for  all 
writing,  reporting  and  production,  the  SAMPAN  maintains 
an  important  tie  to  its  publisher,  the  Chinese  American  Civic 
Association.  CACA  paid  staff  and  board  members  have 
always  contributed  to  SAMPAN’s  growth.  In  October  1979,  a 
CACA  proposal  to  the  City  for  a  block  grant  enabled 
SAMPAN  to  hire  its  first  paid  staff,  a  full-time  managing 
editor,  part-time  Chinese  editor  and  a  part-time  business 
manager.  This  was  a  giant  step  for  the  SAMPAN  toward  the 
professional  development  of  the  newspaper.  Will  Wooton, 
the  first  full-time  editor  introduced  many  points  of  view  in 
city  politics,  advocating  for  refugee  needs  and  programs, 
professional  layout,  began  organizing  back  issues  of  the 
paper. 

Quality  of  the  Chinese  section  and  English  section  at  times 
have  appeared  to  have  separate  sails  headed  in  different 
directions.  The  dichotomy  occurs  often  because  SAMPAN  is 
entertaining  two  currents:  the  overseas-bom  Chinese 
readership  and  the  American-born  Chinese  readership.  The 
English  section,  at  the  editorial  judgment  of  its  editors  over 
the  past  years  have  focussed  on  reporting  social  service  and 
educational  issues,  community  growth,  cultural  events  and 
other  news  affecting  the  Chinese  American  community.  The 
Chinese  section  has  placed  greater  emphasis  on  many 
“must-know”  or  “how  to”  articles,  such  as  citizen  rights, 
social  benefits,  public  services,  health  prevention,  student 
compositions  and  auto  and  life  insurance,  legal  rights  when 
arrested,  how  to  buy  a  house,  preparing  for  a  college 
education  and  other  information  otherwise  not  available  in 
Chinese. 

Editorial  excellence  of  both  the  Chinese  and  English 
sections  have  improved  over  time.  To  do  so,  SAMPAN  has 
had  to  maintain  a  steady  number  of  volunteers.  SAMPAN 
could  not  set  sail  without  a  team  of  dedicated  volunteers.  The 
“team”  has  changed  faces  often  over  the  years  as  SAMPAN 
has  experienced  a  high  level  of  turnover  in  its  volunteer  force 
since  day  one. 

Many  volunteers  typically  devote  four  to  twenty  hours  a 
month  to  keep  the  boat  sailing.  A  network  of  volunteers 
covering  both  the  Chinese  ana  English  section  has  been 
established.  A  continuing  effort  must  be  made  to 
continuously  upgrade  and  improve  the  SAMPAN  with  its  core 
of  volunteers. 

Conclusion 

Ten  years  are  indeed  a  long  time  for  the  faithful 
volunteers,  but  a  decade  in  the  thousands  of  years  of  history 
is  just  a  blow  in  the  wind.  SAMPAN’s  history  can  never  be 
told  completely  without  detailing  the  volunteerism  involved. 
Over  the  past  ten  years,  there  were  always  a  thousand  odds 
and  ends  to  be  tied  together  prior  to  publication.  To  a  few, 
the  identification  with  SAMPAN  has  been  so  strong  that 
several  have  been  on  the  scene  for  many  years.  Many  more 
have  sailed  for  briefer  periods  of  time  but  have  been 
important  crew  members.  SAMPAN  represents  a  different 
challenge  to  each  of  the  volunteers  who  have  been  involved. 

As  the  chronicler  of  Boston  Chinatown  for  the  past  ten 
years,  SAMPAN  will  continue,  with  help  from  its  volunteers, 
to  report  important  events.  SAMPAN  may  yet  evolve  into  the 
ocean  liner  of  news  transporting  someday  in  the  future,  but 
today  and  as  it  has  been  before,  SAMPAN  is  the  only 
bilingual  vehicle  for  the  Boston  Chinese  community.

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Human  Nutrition  Research  Center 
Devoted  To  Study  Of  The  Elderly 


More  than  300  persons  from 
the  Boston  area  joined  Novem¬ 
ber  5  with  U.S.  Agriculture 
Secretary  John  R.  Block  and 
House  Speaker  Thomas  P. 
O’Neill  Jr.  in  the  formal  open¬ 
ing  of  the  15-storv  U.S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  (USDA) 
Human  Nutrition  Research  Cen¬ 
ter  on  Aging  at  the  Tufts 
University  Health  Sciences 
Campus  next  to  Chinatown. 

Among  the  crowd  were  a 
number  of  elderly,  the  oldest  of 
whom  is  94,  already  partici¬ 
pating  in  one  of  the  center’s 
major  programs  and  attending 
as  special  guests  along  with 
government  and  other  officials 
at  the  noon  opening  ceremon¬ 
ies. 

Secretary  Block  and  Speaker 
O’Neill  were  joined  at  the  event 
by  Tufts  President  Jean  Mayer 
and  Congressmen  James  J. 
Shannon  and  John  J.  Moakley. 

A  number  of  USDA  scientists 
and  staff  also  were  on  hand  for 
the  event,  as  were  state  and 
municipal  officers,  leaders  in 
the  nutrition  field  and  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity. 

Tours  of  the  $32  million 
research  facility  followed  the 
ceremonies,  held  on  the  build¬ 
ing’s  eleventh  floor,  part  of  the 
living  area  for  the  elderly 
volunteers  who  will  participate 
in  the  center’s  programs. 

In  the  early  1960s,  the  United 
States  Congress  designated  the 
USDA  as  the  lead  federal 
agency  for  human  nutrition 
research  and  directed  the  ex¬ 
pansion  of  these  efforts. 

Shortly  after  passage  of  the 
Food  and  Agriculture  Act  of 
1977  (Public  Law  95-113) 
spelled  out  the  Congressional 
commitment  to  human  nutrition 
research,  Tufts  University, 
under  the  leadership  of  its 
president  Jean  Mayer,  an  inter¬ 
nationally  known  nutritionist, 
submitted  a  proposal  to  the 
USDA  for  a  laboratory  on 
human  nutrition  and  aging  to  be 
located  at  Tufts.  The  proposal 
was  submitted  in  the  spring  of 
1977,  and  in  May  of  that  year  a 
USDA  review  team  visited  the 
Boston  site. 

Appearing  before  the  Sub¬ 
committee  on  Nutrition  of  the 
U.S.  Senate’s  Committee  on 
Agriculture,  Nutrition  and  For¬ 
estry,  to  testify  on  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  human  nutrition  re¬ 
search,  Mayer  noted  that  New 
England,  with  its  large  popula¬ 
tion  of  older  citizens,  variety  of 
economic  and  ethnic  groups  and 
its  urban-rural  character  was  a 
microcosm  of  the  United  States 
as  a  whole  and  an  ideal  location 
for  such  a  center. 

“The  laboratory  would  be 
located  in  central  Boston,  in  the 
midst  of  a  densely  populated 
urban  area  typical  of  those  in 
our  nation  with  the  greatest 
number  of  nutritional  problems. 
This  area  provides  not  only 
extensive  material  for  the  pro¬ 
posed  research,  but  also  a 
unique  opportunity  for  educa¬ 
tion  of  an  urban  population  in 
food  and  nutrition,’’  Mayer 
said. 

In  the  Agriculture  Appropria¬ 
tions  Bill  for  fiscal  1978,  Con¬ 
gress  provided  the  USDA  with 


funding  and  specific  authoriza¬ 
tion  to  initiate  the  investigations 
into  nutrition  and  aging,  in 
cooperation  with  Tufts,  and  to 
establish  the  facility. 

The  Human  Nutrition  Re¬ 
search  Center  at  Tufts  will  be 
the  fifth  USDA  facility  in  the 
country  for  long-term,  mission- 
oriented  research  in  human 
nutrition. 

The  USDA  facility  at  Tufts 
will  be  unique,  however.  It  is 
both  the  first  center  in  the  world 
to  investigate  diet’s  effects  on 
aging  and  the  first  USDA 
partnership  with  a  private  uni¬ 
versity.  Under  a  new  arrange¬ 
ment  for  centers  of  this  type, 
Tufts  will  operate  the  facilities 
and  programs,  and  the  USDA 
will  act  as  the  contract  monit- 
tor— a  government-owned,  con¬ 
tractor-operated  environment. 

Tufts  University  donated  land 
from  its  Boston  campus  for  the 
Human  Nutrition  Research  Cen¬ 
ter,  and  approval  to  construct 
the  Center  on  the  downtown  site 
at  the  comer  of  Stuart  and 
Washington  streets  was  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Boston  Rede¬ 
velopment  Authority  (BRA)  on 
September  1979.  Ground  was 
broken  in  mid-December  of  that 
year.  BRA  Director  Robert  J. 
Ryan  termed  the  project  as  one 
“of  great  importance  to  the 
City’s  overall  program  for  revi¬ 
talization.’’ 

Under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Hamish  N.  Munro,  internation¬ 
ally  recognized  scientist  who 
had  been  appointed  director  of 
the  Center  in  the  spring  of  1980, 
much  of  the  center’s  prelimi¬ 
nary  research  has  already  be¬ 
gun.  A  number  of  the  50 
scientists  and  200  staff  mem¬ 
bers  have  already  been  hired, 
and  studies  are  underway  in 
temporary  quarters  at  various 
locations  throughout  the  Tufts 
Health  Sciences  Center,  the 
downtown  Boston  campus. 
Among  these  is  a  nutritional 
survey  of  some  1,600  elderly  in 
the  greater  Boston  area  that 
involved  team  visits  to  private 
homes,  nursing  homes,  and 
apartment  complexes  for  the 
olderly.  The  study  examines  the 
nutritional  status  of  persons  60 
years  or  older  and  its  relation  to 
their  state  of  health  and  living 
arrangements. 

The  opening  of  the  building  is 
intended  to  consolidate  in  one 
location  projects  such  as  this,  as 
well  as  a  number  of  joint  studies 
being  conducted  by  nutrition 
scientists  together  with  scien¬ 
tists  from  Tufts  University’s 
Schools  of  Medicine,  Dental 
Medicine,  Veterinary  Medicine 
and  Nutrition.  The  first  three 
are  located  on  the  downtown 
Boston  campus,  the  last  on  the 
Medford  campus.  The  Boston 
campus  adjoins  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Medical  Center. 

Included  in  the  new  facility  is 
a  28-bed  clinical  research  unit, 
one  of  the  largest  in  the  United 
States,  and  the  most  extensive 
in  the  world  devoted  exclusively 
to  nutrition  and  aging  studies. 
Living  quarters  and  recreational 
areas  are  provided  for  elderly 
volunteers,  many  of  whom  will 
be  living  at  the  center  for 
months  at  a  time  while  partici¬ 
pating  in  long-term  dietary  and 
metabolic  studies. 


New  Floating  Hospital  Opens 


Over  1000  neighborhood  chil¬ 
dren  were  at  the  front  door  of 
the  New  England  Medical  Cen¬ 
ter’s  new  Floating  Hospital  for 
Infants  and  Children  October 
18— not  for  treatment,  but  for  a 
treat. 

The  occasion  was  the  opening 
of  Dedication  Week  for  the  $62 
million  facility  which  is  the  new 
home  of  the  Boston  hospital 
begun  in  1794  on  a  ship  in 
Boston  Harbor. 

Bill  Chin,  chair  of  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Asso¬ 
ciation,  was  a  special  guest  at 
the  October  22  formal  dedica¬ 
tion.  While  he  told  the  1500 
people  assembled  for  the  dedi¬ 
cation  that  ‘  ‘the  people  of 


Chinatown  are  proud  to  have 
the  medical  center  as  their 
neighbor,’’  he  also  urged  the 
people  of  Chinatown  and  the 
medical  center  to  co-operate  on 
issues  of  employment  oppor¬ 
tunity  and  neighborhood  im¬ 
provement. 

Mary  Sacco,  8,  of  Milton, 
National  Poster  Child  for  the 
Easter  Seal  Foundation,  and 
Geneva  Katz,  R.N.,  former 
administrator  of  the  Floating 
Hospital,  christened  the  new 
facility  by  breaking  a  bottle  of 
champagne  over  the  sign  on 
Washington  St.  The  formal 
dedication  concluded  with  a 
rash  of  fireworks  and  the 
traditional  lion  dance  for  good 
luck.

VEEP  Holds  Dual  Celebration

“Over  700  students  have 
passed  through  the  Vocational 
English  Education  Program,” 
said  Beverly  Wing,  director  of 
VEEP,  as  the  program  cele¬ 
brated  its  10th  anniversary 
November  18,  on  the  occasion  of 
the  graduation  of  its  latest  cycle 
of  24  students.  “Many  of 
them,”  Wing  later  added, 
“have  been  placed  in  jobs 
either  directly  or  eventually 
through  further  job  training. 
One,  in  fact,  after  joining 
General  Electric,  was  offered 
tuition  assistance  to  complete  a 
bachelor  in  engineering.  He  is 
now  holding  a  desk  job  at  GE. 
The  program  by  and  large  has 
been  successful.” 

To  continue  this  success, 
however,  may  be  difficult.  Wing 
noted  that  VEEP,  originally 
funded  under  the  now  defunct 
CETA,  saw  funding  cuts  this 
year  that  had  reduced  its 
student  enrollment  from  36  to 
24  per  six-month  cycle.  The 


staff  also  was  reduced. 

The  effect  of  the  cut-back  is 
immediate.  The  next  training 
cycle,  scheduled  to  begin  No¬ 
vember  29,  will  be  delayed  until 
December  20.  Student  stipends, 
which  have  already  been  cut 
from  the  equivalent  of  minimum 
wage  to  about  $2.25  an  hour, 
will  have  to  be  reduced  further 
to  less  than  $30  a  week  or 
perhaps  even  nothing,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Wing.  The  petition  for  an 
increase  of  the  current  $92,000 
government  grant,  in  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  make  up  for  the  deficit, 
was  turned  down.  “It  may  be 
difficult  for  some  people  to  get 
the  training  they  need  because 
of  it.” 

VEEP  was  developed  by 
community  volunteers  ten  years 
ago  to  help  immigrants  over¬ 
come  the  language  barrier  and 
find  employment.  The  intensive 
program  is  structured  around 
an  English-only  environment,  5 
hours  a  day,  monitored  by  a 
trained  staff.  The  focus  is  on 
language  acquisition  and  skills 


necessary  for  finding  employ¬ 
ment.  Graduates  then  move  on 
to  jobs  if  they  have  the  skills  or 
enroll  in  a  job-training  program. 

Recent  graduates  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  expressed  appreciation 
for  the  training.  Nguu  Ho,  an 
Indochinese  refugee  who  came 
to  the  U.S.  after  having  spent  7 
months  in  refugee  camps  in 
Southeast  Asia,  said,  “I  was 
found  guilty  of  being  a  capitalist 
in  Vietnam  by  the  communists. 
When  I  arrived  in  the  U.S.,  I 
made  up  my  mind  to  learn 
English  and  to  learn  a  skill. 
VEEP  has  helped  me  learn 
English.  Now  I  hope  to  enroll  in 
an  accounting  program.  I  want 
to  study  hard  and  get  a  job  so  I 
don’t  disappoint  my  teachers.” 

At  press  time  VEEP  was  still 
in  the  process  of  locating 
alternative  sources  of  funding.

Oxford  Street  Housing  Project  Breaks  Ground

Renovation  of  the  Oxford  St. 
Project  halted  temporarily  No¬ 
vember  22  to  allow  about  a 
dozen  public  officials,  commun¬ 
ity  members  and  administrators 
and  board  representatives  of 
the  Chinese  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  Council  (CEDC)  to  hold  a 
groundbreaking  ceremony  for 
the  39-unit  subsidized  housing 
project. 

Dr.  Stanley  Chin,  vice  chair  of 
the  CEDC  Executive  Board, 
opened  the  ceremony  by  noting, 
“This  marks  a  forward  step  to 
help  some  of  our  needy  fam¬ 
ilies  .  .  .  The  location  may  not  be 
the  best,  but  it’s  low  cost 
housing.” 

Bob  Leigh,  director  of  the 
project,  stated  later  that  reno¬ 
vation  for  the  housing  project 
was  proceeding  on  schedule, 
and  added  that  by  the  end  of 
late  February  to  early  March, 
CEDC  will  begin  planning  for 
the  acceptance  of  applications 
in  anticipation  of  expected 
occupancy  at  the  end  of  July. 

In  another  related  matter, 
Tom  Swaim,  acting  executive 
director  of  CEDC,  said  that  the 
$300,000  needed  to  free  the 
Oxford  St.  Project  from  any 
liability  connected  with  the 
possible  foreclosure  on  the 
Boylston  Building  has  been 
raised.  CEDC  Board  members 
who  contributed  to  the  $300,000 
goal,  a  donation  which  for  some 
might  involve  considerable  per¬ 
sonal  financial  risk,  include: 
Robert  Guen,  Jacquie  Kay, 
George  Pan,  Yu  Sing  Jung, 
Billy  Chin,  Nan  Liu,  David 
Chan,  James  Wong,  Bing 
Wong,  Stanley  Chin  and  Y.T. 
Li. 

According  to  Swaim,  he  and 
George  Pan  recently  visited  the 
northeast  regional  office  of  the 
Economic  Development  Admin¬ 
istration  in  Philadelphia  in  a  bid 
to  obtain  a  $2  million  grant  for 
the  renovation  of  the  Boylston 
Building,  a  project  now  esti¬ 
mated  to  cost  $8  million.  He 
stated  that  officials  at  the 
regional  office  were  very  sup¬ 
portive  as  were  officials  hand¬ 
ling  a  pending  Urban  Develop¬ 
ment  Action  Grant. 

He  noted  that  25  small  busi¬ 


nesses  within  the  community, 
including  high  technology  com¬ 
panies,  and  15  businesses  out¬ 
side  the  community,  including  a 
computer,  word  processing 
training  center  and  energy  rela¬ 
ted  company,  have  submitted 
letters  of  intent  to  become 
occupants  of  the  Boylston  Build¬ 
ing. 

Swaim  said,  in  early  Decem¬ 
ber,  the  funding  package  for  the 
Boylston  building  project  was 
very  close  to  being  finalized  and 
predicted  a  development  sched¬ 
ule  for  the  project  would  be  in 
place  in  a  month. 

Realtor  Harold  Brown  has 
been  included  in  the  Boylston 
Building  project  at  the  sugges¬ 
tion  of  the  First  National  Bank, 
which  provided  a  loan  to  CEDC 
to  purchase  the  building,  and 
will  lend  his  expertise  and 
financial  backing  to  the  project, 
according  to  Swaim.  He  noted 
that  Brown  will  not  have  part 
ownership  of  the  building,  but 
will  get  a  portion  of  the  profits, 
which  “equalizes”  the  arrange¬ 
ment. 

When  asked  about  the  transi¬ 


tion  of  CEDC  from  a  federally- 
funded  to  a  self-supporting 
agency,  Swaim  said  that  CEDC 
has  prepared  for  the  transition 
for  the  past  year  by  streamlin¬ 
ing  its  staff.  He  added  that 
through  assets  from  current  and 
future  projects  CEDC  can  con¬ 
tinue  to  operate  and  in  the 
future  hopes  to  expand  its  staff. 
(Currently,  its  staff  includes  two 
administrators  and  a  handful  of 
support  staff.) 

Swaim  also  stated  that  the 
Community  Services  Adminis¬ 
tration,  which  provided  admin¬ 
istrative  funds  to  community 
development  agencies  around 
the  country  until  September  30, 
required  that  as  part  of  CEDC’s 
disposition  of  assets,  the  China¬ 
town  agency  was  required  to 
sign  a  statement  agreeing  that 
its  funds  will  be  used  for  the  or¬ 
iginal  purposes  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion,  such  as  for  the  economic, 
social  and  physical  development 
of  the  community.  He  added, 
however,  the  agreement,  though 
a  legal  statement,  “is  not  bind¬ 
ing,  but  we  signed  it  anyhow 
and  we’re  going  to  stick  to  it.”

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Japanese  Education  Minister 
Announces  New  Criteria 
For  Authorizing  Textbooks 


Japanese  Education  Minister 
Heiji  Ogawa  November  24 
officially  announced  new  cri¬ 
teria  will  be  applied  for  author¬ 
izing  textbooks  in  order  to 
develop  friendly  relations  with 
neighboring  Asian  countries. 

In  a  statement,  Ogawa  said 
new  criteria  calling  for  special 
consideration  in  the  textbook 
accounts  of  modem  history  on 
Japan’s  relations  with  China, 
South  Korea  and  other  Asian 
nations  will  be  applied  to  the 
authorization  work  from  this 
fiscal  year. 

From  Japan’s  point  of  view, 
his  statement  marked  the  end  of 
the  four-month-old  textbook 
issue  which  flared  up  in  China 
and  South  Korea,  which  strong¬ 
ly  protested  the  “glossing 
over’’  of  the  Japanese  invasion 
and  atrocities  in  their  countries 
before  and  during  World  War 

n. 

Ogawa  said  the  item  added  to 
the  authorization  standard  is 
that  the  textbooks  are  required 
to  give  “necessary  considera¬ 
tion’’  to  the  promotion  of 
mutual  understanding  and  in¬ 
ternational  cooperation  in  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  history  on  relations 
between  Japan  and  its  neigh¬ 
boring  countries. 

Ogawa  did  not  specifically 
mention  the  controversial  term 
“invasion”  in  reference  to  the 
Japanese  military  movement 
during  the  period,  which  has 
been  changed  to  “advance” 
under  the  present  standard. 

Chief  Cabinet  Secretary 
Kiichi  Miyazawa  told  the  press 
November  24  that  the  govern¬ 
ment  had  formally  notified 
China  and  South  Korea  of  the 
issuing  of  Education  Minister 


Heiji  Ogawa’s  statement  on 
school  textbook  correction  mea¬ 
sures  earlier  in  the  day. 

Ogawa  also  said  the  ministry 
will  conduct  the  revision  of  high 
school  textbooks  in  the  next 
fiscal  year  beginning  April  1, 
1983,  one  year  ahead  of  sched¬ 
ule,  to  prompt  the  corrective 
work. 

A  spokesman  for  the  South 
Korean  Foreign  Ministry  said 
he  highly  appreciated  the  Japa¬ 
nese  government’s  efforts  to 
rectify  controversial  accounts  in 
school  history  books  in  good 
faith. 

Commenting  on  Japanese 
Education  Minister  Heiji 
Ogawa’s  statement,  the  spokes¬ 
man  said  the  steps  amounted  to 
the  creation  of  an  “institutional 
basis”for  corrective  measures 
of  Japanese  school  textbooks. 

China  and  South  Korea  res¬ 
ponded  favorably  to  Education 
Minister  Heiji  Ogawa’s  state¬ 
ment  on  the  proposal  made 
earlier  by  the  ministry’s  Text¬ 
book  Authorization  Research 
Council  pledging  to  correct 
misleading  textbook  accounts  of 
Japanese  military  activities  in 
both  countries  before  and  dur¬ 
ing  World  War  II,  Foreign 
Ministry  sources  said. 

The  Chinese  and  South  Ko¬ 
rean  officials,  however,  added 
that  their  countries  will  contin¬ 
ue  to  watch  whether  the  contro¬ 
versial  passages  will  be  cor¬ 
rected  as  pledged  by  the 
Japanese  government,  the  sour¬ 
ces  said.

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US-China  Technology  And  Management  Workshop

Trade  between  the  U.S.  and 
China  was  non-existent  from 
1954  to  1970.  Some  U.S.  trade 
with  China,  however,  began  in 
the  early  1970’s  when  RCA 
completed  a  $3  million  (U.S. 
dollars)  telecommunications 
satellite  in  Shanghai  so  that 
President  Richard  Nixon’s  1972 
trip  to  China  could  be  beamed 
from  Beijing  to  the  U.S.  Two 
years  later,  GTE-Sylvania  built 
another  satellite  near  Beijing  at 
a  cost  of  $4  million  to  telecom¬ 
municate  with  Europe.  By  Sep¬ 
tember  1982,  two-way  trade 
between  the  countries  totalled 
$21.5  billion.  This  growth,  at 
least  in  part,  reflects  China’s 
need  for  western  machinery, 
equipment,  instruments  and 
technical  know-how  and  the 
U.S.  ’s  need  for  the  great  market 
potential  of  a  country  with  a 
population  of  over  one  billion 
people. 

Based  on  this  fact,  the 
National  Association  of  Chinese 
Americans  (NACA)— Boston 
Chapter— is  sponsoring  a  series 
of  workshops  on  U.S. -China 
technology  and  management. 
The  first  workshop,  “U.S.- 
China  Technology  and  Trade,” 
held  at  the  Harvard-Yenching 
Library  in  Cambridge  No¬ 
vember  20  drew  about  95 
participants.

December  and  another  year- 
end  is  upon  us.  What  this 
means  is  that  there  is  an  urgent 
need  to  plan  your  year-end  tax 
moves  again.  There  are  many 
areas  in  which  adjustments  can 
be  made  between  now  and  the 
end  of  the  year  that  will 
determine  the  size  of  your  tax 
obligation. 

The  key  to  reducing  your  taxes 
is  planning.  You  should  esti¬ 
mate  your  income  for  both  1982 
and  1983.  Determine  the 
amount  of  deductions,  exemp¬ 
tions,  and  credits  available  to 
you.  If  substantially  more  taxa¬ 
ble  income  is  expected  this 
year,  it  may  be  wise  to 
accelerate  deductions  this  year 
and  defer  income  until  1983. 

Most  employees  do  not  have 
many  options  available  for 
income  deferral.  However,  one 
option  that  warrants  considera¬ 
tion  is  to  delay  a  bonus  payment 
to  1983.  Care  should  be  exer¬ 
cised  that  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service  construes  this  payment 
as  constructive  receipt  of  funds 
for  this  year.  On  the  other  hand, 
self-employed  business  people 
or  professionals  have  a  greater 
flexibility  to  defer  income.  For 
example,  postponing  invoices, 
delaying  collections  and  defer¬ 
ring  contracted  work  projects 


C.Y.  Shao,  a  Harvard  astron¬ 
omer  and  NACA-Boston  Chap¬ 
ter  president,  offered  welcom¬ 
ing  remarks,  while  Gordon  P.K.

Prof.  Ding-mo  Huang,  visiting 
scholar  from  Tsinghua  Univer¬ 
sity  in  Beijing,  spoke  on  the 
“Various  Forms  of  Economic 
and  Technical  Co-operation  Be¬ 
tween  the  U.S.  and  China.” 
Doris  Cheng  from  the  Sloan 
School  of  Management  at  MIT 
elaborated  with  figures  and 
charts  on  the  “Recent  Develop¬ 
ments  in  U.S. -China  Trade  and 
Joint  Ventures.”  Dr.  Denis  M. 
Robinson,  co-founder  of  the 
High  Voltage  Engineering  Cor¬ 
poration  in  Burlington,  illus¬ 
trated  his  talk  on  “Negotiating 
a  High  Technology  Contract  in 
Beijing”  with  many  colored 
slides,  while  Dr.  Y.T.  Li, 
professor  emeritus  at  MIT  and 
NACA  national  president,  dis¬ 
cussed  the  “Long  Range  Econ¬ 
omic  Collaboration  Between  the 
Two  Countries.’*  Finally,  Minis¬ 
ter  Lin  Zhaonan  of  the  Chinese 
Embassy  in  Washington,  D.C. 
gave  a  brief  account  of  current 
U.S. -China  trade  develop¬ 
ments,  emphasizing  the  need 
for  relaxed  and  fair  trading 
policy  for  the  mutual  benefit  of 
both  countries. 

Following  the  presentations, 


can  be  effective  ways  of  pushing 
income  into  1983. 

Deductibles  offer  the  most 
flexible  means  of  lowering 
taxable  income  for  most  people. 
Most  items  are  deductible  when 
paid,  so  timing  payments  estab¬ 
lishes  the  year  of  deduction.  A 
tabulation  will  highlight  areas 
of  potential  savings.  Tabulated 
items  should  include  the  follow¬ 
ing:  interest  paid,  professional 
dues  and  publications,  unreim¬ 
bursed  medical  expenses,  state 
and  local  taxes,  a  Keogh 
account  or  an  Individual  Retire¬ 
ment  Account  (IRA),  and 
“shorting  stocks  against  the 
box.”  There  are  other  deduc¬ 
tions,  of  course,  that  only  may 
be  applicable  to  you.  A  check¬ 
off  is  a  necessity. 

By  prepaying  many  deducti¬ 
bles,  such  as  early  subscriptions 
to  publications  or  increasing 
contributions  (cash,  stock,  or 
other  property)  to  a  tax  exempt 
charitable  organization,  you  can 
radically  lower  your  tax  bill. 
Opening  an  IRA  or  Keogh 
account  before  December  31, 
1982  allows  a  deduction  for  this 
year,  while  actual  contributions 
to  the  account  can  be  delayed 
until  April  15,  1983  or  until  your 
taxable  year  (extension).  (How¬ 
ever,  it  makes  more  sense  to 
deposit  monies  into  these 
accounts  early  because  any 
increases,  whether  it  is  interest 


many  from  the  audience  raised 
specific  questions.  One  ques¬ 
tion  addressed  the  issue  of 
atent  litigation:  while  China 
as  not  yet  formally  re-estab¬ 
lished  the  patent  system,  many 
new  laws  and  rules  are  being 
set  up  in  response  to  interna¬ 
tional  demand.

Zhe  Weilin,  a  U.N.- 
sponsored  fellow  from  the  Sloan 
School  of  Management  at  MIT, 
outlined  long  term  training 
programs  for  high  and  middle 
level  managers  in  industry  and 
business  in  China. 

The  workshop  concluded 
amid  an  atmosphere  of  enthusi¬ 
asm,  and  it  was  decided  that  the 
presentation  and  discussions 
would  be  compiled  and  edited 
for  wider  distribution  at  a  later 
time. 

This  was  the  first  of  a  series 
of  workshops  planned  by 
NACA-Boston  Chapter.  It  was 
made  possible  with  the  help  of 
individuals  and  groups  coming 
from  diverse  origins  such  as 
Hong  Kong,  Taiwan,  China,  the 
U.S.  and  elsewhere.

or  stocks,  are  tax-sheltered.) 

We  discussed  the  explosion 
of  stock  prices  in  last  month’s 
Money  Man  article.  Assuming 
you  participated  in  the  games, 
you  now  have  a  very  pleasant 
tax  problem.  The  method  of 
deferring  profits  into  the  new 
year  is  to  “sell  short  against  the 
box.”  The  technique  is  to  sell 
the  stock(s)  short  against  the 
stock  you  own,  thereby  neutra¬ 
lizing  your  holding(s)  into  the 
new  year.  You  would  be  short¬ 
ing  against  your  own  stock  or 
deposit  (“against  or  versus  the 
box”)  with  your  broker. 

Stocks  are  usually  bought  and 
owned  outright.  This  is  known 
as  buying  or  owning  a  stock 
“long.”  A  “short”  seller,  on 
the  other  hand,  does  not  have 
ownership.  A  short  seller  will 
sell  a  stock  with  the  hope  of  a 
decline  in  price.  The  buyer  does 
not  know  if  the  seller  is  “short” 
or  owned  the  stock  “long.”  In 
any  case,  he  or  she  will  want  a 
delivery. 

The  strategy  is  best  explained 
by  example:  A  sells  to  B,  A 
borrows  from  C  for  delivery  to 
B.  A  is  now  “short”  to  C.  A 
subsequently  buys  back  the 
stock  (at  a  higher  price  for  a  loss 
or  at  a  lower  price  for  a  profit) 
and  delivers  back  to  C. 

While  tax  planning  is  a 
year-long  project,  it  is  not  too 
late  to  begin  now.

(DIP),  a  subsidiary  of  the  only 
Chinese-owned  and  -operated 
high  technology  firm  currently 
in  the  Boston  Chinatown  area, 
recently  unveiled  the  latest 
addition  to  its  line  of  low  cost 
dot  matrix  printers,  the  D-82 
F/T. 

The  D-82  F/T,  which  was 
introduced  December  1  at  the

With  its  cooling  fan  and  all  its 
electronic  components  mounted 
on  a  single  printed  circuit 
board,  the  D-82  F/T  is  designed 
to  enable  continuous  operation 
without  overheating  and  to 
allow  easy  maintenance  and 
service  without  dissembling  the 
printer. 

The  D-82  F/T  can  interface 
with  popular  mini-  and  micro¬ 
computers,  and  its  modular 
design  permits  the  user  to 
upgrade  the  basic  printer.

“American  Chinese  or  Chinese  Amer¬ 
ican?”  The  current  exhibit  at  the  China 
Showcase,  272  Tremont  St.,  Boston, 
wisely  has  not  adopted  this  much-used 
even  if  appropriate  phrase  as  its  title. 
Less  dramatic  perhaps,  the  title  “Chi¬ 
nese  in  America”  nevertheless  pre¬ 
serves  a  clever  ambiguity  that  poses  a 
question  on  the  minds  of  the  audience: 
Whether  and  to  what  extent  have  the 
Chinese  blended  into  American  society. 

“Chinese  in  America,”  sponsored  by 
the  San  Francisco  Chinese  Cultural  Foun¬ 
dation,  is  currently  on  tour  around  the 
country.  The  exhibit  of  more  than  300 
panels  of  valuable  photographs,  litho¬ 
graphs  and  drawings  will  remain  in 
Boston  until  December  31.  There  also  is 
an  accompanying  show,  “Chinese  in 
Massachusetts:  Their  Experiences, 

Their  Contributions,”  which  was  collec¬ 
ted,  photographed  and  arranged  by  Dr. 
Doris  Chu,  director  of  the  China  Culture 
Institute,  with  the  help  of  an  intern.  (See 
the  November  issue  of  SAMPAN.)

A  period  called  “let  a  hundred  flow¬ 
ers  bloom”  sprang  in  1978.  In  the  wake 
of  the  Great  Proletariat  Cultural  Revolu¬ 
tion,  the  death  of  Mao  Tse-tung,  and  the 
arrest  of  the  “Gang  of  Four,”  China’s 
new  leaders  sought  to  amend  the  wrongs 
of  the  past  decade  by  abolishing  some  of 
the  harsh  restrictions  promulgated  by 
Chiang  Ch’ing  (Mao’s  wife)  and  her  sup¬ 
porters.  While  a  hundred  flowers  bloom¬ 
ed,  people  could  voice  or  post  their  criti¬ 
cisms  of  governmental  policies,  farmers 
were  allowed  to  sell  some  goods  in  free 
markets,  and  artists  could  again  experi¬ 
ment. 

Painting  the  Chinese  Dream,  an  exhi¬ 
bition  sponsored  by  Boston’s  Com¬ 
munity  Service  Administration  and  the 
Institute  of  Contemporary  Art  and 
mounted  at  Boston  City  Hall  Gallery  in 
October,  is  a  collection  of  paintings  and 
sculptures  created  by  artists  in  the  PRC 
during  the  time  of  “let  a  hundred 
flowers  bloom.”  The  paintings— the 
majority  in  ink,  many  in  oil,  and  one  in 
gouache— span  four  years  (1978-1982) 
and  represent  the  works  of  artists  from 
three  generations  in  modern  China. 

“Today’s  Chinese  artists  paint  the 
Chinese  dream  in  styles  and  subjects 
that  have  been  approved  by  the  official 
policy-makers.  Yet  some  artists  explore 
styles  and  subjects  that  go  beyond  the 
approved  list  and  dream  that  officialdom 
will  accept  it,”  explained  Joan  Lebold 
Cohen,  curator  of  the  exhibit. 

As  early  as  the  mid  1800s,  Chinese 
people  had  begun  to  hope  that  China 
would  regain  its  power  and  indepen¬ 
dence.  The  Chinese  dream,  according  to 
Cohen,  is  the  vision  of  a  China  free  of 
corruption,  crime,  and  foreign  encroach¬ 
ment,  of  a  land  whose  people  are  healthy 
and  well  provided  for.  These  ideals  of 
reform  brought  revolution  and  the 
Chinese  Communist  Party  into  office  in 
1949. 

The  history  of  the  Chinese  art  in  the 
twentieth  century  may  be  viewed  as 
expressions  of  these  modem  ideas  of 
reform  and  revolution  that  have 
repeatedly  attempted  to  replace  the 
enduring  threads  of  Chinese  conser- 


cal  order:  “The  Coming,  1785-1822;'' 
“Exclusion,  1882-1943;”  and  “River  of 
Many  Streams,  1943-1980.  ’  ’  It  highlights 
the  life  of  the  Chinese  in  America, 
starting  with  the  early  laborers  recruited 
to  work  on  the  transcontinental  railroad, 
through  the  years  of  formal  exclusion 
from  entering  the  country,  and  conclud¬ 
ing  with  a  survey  of  the  contributions 
made  by  Chinese  Americans. 

The  most  striking  is  the  detailed  and 
lengthy  depiction  of  the  experience  of 
the  Chinese  during  the  years  of  the 
exclusion  acts.  To  an  outsider  it  can  be 
an  eye-opener.  “I  never  realized  before 
that  the  Chinese  were  persecuted  so 
severely  in  this  country,”  remarks 
Victoria  Braverman  of  Natick.  But  far 
from  a  mere  exercise  of  nostalgia,  the 
show  represents  a  positive  step  towards 
an  undistorted  picture  of  Chinese 
Americans.  To  Braverman,  it  is  a 
“revealing”  show:  “It  gives  me  insight 
not  only  into  the  past  but  especially  in 
the  present,  for  example,  the  economic 
situation  of  the  family.  I  surely  would 
like  to  know  what  an  American  Chinese 
thinks  of  this.” 


vatism.  Some  Chinese  artists  have 
made  valiant  attempts  to  syncretize 
old  and  new,  Chinese  and  foreign . 

The  problems  confronting  artists  and 
the  choices  open  to  them  are  the  very 
same  ones  that  have  been  encoun¬ 
tered  by  Chinese  intellectuals  in 
politics,  economics,  and  other  fields. 
What  to  conserve?  What  to  import? 
How  to  adapt  and  absorb  alien 
influences?  (From  the  catalog, 
PAINTING  THE  CHINESE  DREAM, 
Chinese  Art  Thirty  Years  After  the 
Revolution  by  Joan  Lebold  Cohen.) 

The  melange  of  new  and  old,  eastern 
and  western  was  apparent  as  one 
scanned  the  paintings  that  decorated  the 
stark  walls  of  the  gallery  on  the  fifth  floor 
of  Boston  City  Hall.  Hung  near  the 
entrance  was  an  imposing,  traditional 
ink  painting  of  Huang  Shan,  entitled 
“Mountain.”  Across  the  room,  abstract 
faces  of  “Budda”  and  obscure  outlines 
of  “Two  Bodhisattvas”  sketched  with  oil 
sticks  in  dark  greens,  blues,  purple, 
reds,  mustard  shared  the  wall  with  a 
quiet  “View  of  Qingdao,”  and  Yuan 
Yunsheng’s  “Self  Portrait,”  painted  in 
oil  with  van  Gogh-like  energy  and 
strokes.  Flakes  of  red  and  white  paper 
pasted  onto  the  frame  surround  a  swirl  of 
black  ink  in  Qiu  Deshu’s  “Natural 
Order.”  Li  Shan  smears  thick  white 
paint  over  a  tempest  of  green,  blue,  and 
purple  to  create  “Abstraction  #1.” 

According  to  Joan  Cohen,  “it  was  a 
remarkable  event  that  a  few  pieces  of 
abstract  art,  including  works  by  some  of 
these  artists,  were  exhibited  to  the 
masses  in  1980-1981.”  The  Party 
believes  that  art  should  be  easy  to 
understand;  hence,  art  for  art’s  sake  or 
abstract  art  is  considered  bourgeois  and 
unacceptable.  The  government  also  bans 
erotic  art.  Although  Wang  Keping 
managed  to  exhibit  his  sculptures  in 
China  during  1980,  Cohen  feels  that 
Wang’s  work,  characterized  by 
“Torso,”  is  unlikely  to  appear  before  the 
people  again. 

This  exhibition,  presented  to  celebrate 
the  sister-city-hood  between  Boston  and 
Hangzhou,  allowed  us  rare  glimpses  into 
the  emotions  and  thoughts  of  artists  in 
China  .today. 


Chinese  communities  cannot  but 
consider  it  an  eloquent  statement  of  their 
struggle  to  find  acceptance  by  and  to 
assimilate  into  American  society.  For 
Paul  Sun  of  Cambridge,  an  architect  who 
came  as  a  student  from  China  in  1955, 
the  exhibit  helps  him  articulate  a  feeling 
of  discomfort.  Despite  his  ability  to 
speak  English  well,  Sun  said,  “I 
sometimes  feel  like  an  outsider.  There  is 
little  discrimination  in  my  profession, 
but  my  colleagues  like  to  associate  me 
with  China,  as  if  I  ought  to  react  to  its 
every  movement.  I  think  they  forget  that 
I  am  as  American  as  they  are.”  Exhibits 
like  this  one  help  correct  stereotypes. 

For  David  Sun,  Paul’s  son,  now  a 
sophomore  at  Harvard,  the  exhibit  helps 
clarify  his  ethnic  identity.  “Growing  up 
in  Cambridge,  I  was  never  aware  that  I 
belong  to  the  larger  Chinese  American 
community,”  until  he  visited  China  last 
year.  During  his  travel,  he  found  himself 
in  a  no-win  situation  of  defending  the 
U.S.  before  the  Chinese  and  China 
before  the  Americans.  David  is  thankful 
for  the  show  because  it  fosters  in  him  a 
sense  of  solidarity  with  other  Chinese

Shorter,  but  no  less  prominent,  is  the 
tribute  paid  to  Chinese  Ameiicans  of 
outstanding  achievement.  Such  notables 
as  Dr.  An  Wang,  generally  credited  with 
the  invention  of  computer  core  memory, 
and  the  well-known  architect  I.M.  Pei., 
among  others,  sue  mentioned. 

Somewhat  disappointing  is  the  less 
than  comprehensive  treatment  of  prob¬ 
lems  facing  Chinese  communities.  The 
housing  shortage  is  described,  as  is  the 
lack  of  services  for  the  elderly.  But  little 
attention  is  paid  to  the  elevating  crime 
rate  and  gang  war  in  U.S.  Chinatowns, 
and  there  is  no  mention  of  the  cultural 
and  language  barriers  between  different 
generations  within  the  same  family  and 
between  immigrant  groups  of  different 
dialects.  But  to  criticize  the  show  on 
these  grounds  would  be  nitpicking.  The 
overall  purpose  of  the  exhibit  is  not 
self-examination,  but  to  document  the 
often  painful  experience  of  attempting  to 
penetrate  into  American  culture.  All  in 
all,  it’s  a  show  to  which  one  can  proudly 
take  his  or  her  American  friends.

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Taiwan  Exhibit 
Follows  The  Traditional

Bostonians  in  October  were  given  a 
rare  opportunity.  They  had  the  chance  to 
view  modem  paintings  by  artists  of 
mainland  China  at  City  Hall  (see  related 
article)  and  the  works  of  contemporary 


painters  and  calligraphers  of  Taiwan  at 
the  Massachusetts  College  of  Art. 

Unlike  the  exhibit  from  mainland 
China,  which  was  smaller  but  wider- 
ranging  with  its  inclusion  of  unorthodox 
as  well  as  traditional  works,  “Contempo¬ 
rary  Calligraphy  and  Painting  from  the 


Republic  of  China”  was  more  narrow  in 
focus,  and  thus,  less  revealing  and 
provocative. 

The  12  calligraphies  and  52  paintings 
(not  all  of  which  were  displayed  at  the 
college  due  to  lack  of  space)  were 
admittedly  intended  to  represent  only 
current  trends  in  traditional  Chinese 
painting  and  calligraphy  created  by 
using  traditional  tools  and  media. 
According  to  the  catalogue  accompany¬ 
ing  the  exhibit,  it  does  not  include  pieces 
from  that  half  of  the  artistic  community 
in  Taiwan  which  works  in  “abstract 
expression”  and  “neo-realism.” 

Only  two  works  notably  parted  from" 
the  traditional.  Western  influence  could 
be  discerned  in  Chiang  Ming-hsien’s 
somewhat  impressionistic  “New  York 
City  Beyond  a  Wintry  Forest,”  with  its 
bold  stark  trees  in  the  foreground 
dominating  the  hazy  city  skyline.  A  more 
troubling  departure,  perhaps,  was  Liang 
Hsiu-chung’s  “Folk  Festival,”  where 
the  infusion  of  commercialism  could  be 
found  in  the  brightly  colored  caricatures 
of  a  young  woman  and  elderly  man  and 
woman. 

The  exhibit,  however,  did  provide 
balanced  representation  of  subjects  from 
three  basic  categories  of  traditional 
Chinese  painting:  landscapes,  figures 
and  animals,  and  birds  and  flowers. 
“The  Beauty  Amongst  Bamboo”  by  Ou 
Hao-nien  conveyed  the  grace  and 
serenity  of  the  subject  and  the  rolling 
lightness  and  flow  of  the  folds  of  the 
robe.  In  Liang  Yu-ming’s  “Auspicious 
Goats,”  the  gentle  calmness  of  the 
animals  effused  from  the  subtle  yet 
strong  strokes. 

The  Boston  showing  of  the  exhibition 
was  co-sponsored  by  the  Mass.  College 
of  Art  and  the  Greater  Boston  Chinese 
Cultural  Association.  It  is  one  of  two 
exhibitions  from  the  Republic  of  China 
simultaneously  touring  American  colle¬ 
ges  and  universities  from  1980  to  1985. 
According  to  the  exhibition’s  catalogue, 
the  purpose  of  the  collections  is  to 
introduce  to  the  American  public, 
colleges  and  universities,  the  most 
famous  calligraphers  and  painters  now 
active  and  to  inform  them  of  the  state  of 
the  art  in  Taiwan.  While  indeed  the 
artists  represented  may  be  among  the 
Republic  of  China’s  most  famous,  it  is 
perhaps  telling  that  the  catalogue  fails  to 
mention  whether  the  works  included  are 
among  the  country’s  finest.

SACKLER  COLLECTION.  The 
first  public  exhibition  of  seventy 
of  the  most  important  master¬ 
pieces  from  the  private  Sackler 
collection.  Designed  to  hold 
sacrificial  offerings  of  food  and 
drink  to  the  ancesters’  these 
bronzes  played  a  central  role  in 
Shang  and  Zhou  dynasty  ritual 
or  ceremonial  practices.  They 
also  were  potent  symbols  of 
temporal  power,  prestige  and 
economic  and  military  strength. 
According  to  legend,  only  pos¬ 
session  of  the  nine  sacred 
bronze  cauldrons  cast  by  the 
Emperor  Yu  of  the  mythic  Xia 
dynasty  could  certify  the  power 
of  the  ruling  house. 

Unlike  the  early  civilizations 
of  the  West,  the  ancient  peoples 
of  China  have  left  behind  no 
monumental  sculpture,  no  great 
stone  temples  or  tombs,  no 
eternal  capital  cities  or  fort¬ 
resses,  not  even,  in  the  case  of 
the  Shang,  a  literature  or  more 
than  a  fragmentary  evidence  of 
their  history.  The  Chinese  stud¬ 
ied  the  ritual  bronzes  as  histori¬ 
cal  documents,  since  they  were 
sometimes  inscribed  with  inter¬ 


esting  and  important  informa¬ 
tion  and  were  for  centuries  one 
of  the  few  surviving  records  of 
China’s  legendary  past. 

The  bronze  vessels  created 
for  the  rulers  of  the  Shang  and 
Zhou  dynasties  of  China  are 
considered  among  the  most 
remarkable  art  forms  ever  cre¬ 
ated  and  their  technical  mastery 
has  never  been  surpassed  in  the 
more  than  three  thousand  years 
since  the  section-mold  method 
of  casting  them  was  perfected.

ICHIKAWA  FAMILY  OF  KA- 
BUKI  ACTORS.  These  wood¬ 
block  prints  will  feature  images 
of  one  of  the  most  famous 
dynasties  of  popular  Japanese 
actors.
